On July 1; 1925, the last of the old deficit, 
which has been bothering us for several years was 
paid. We are now free from debt of any kind. 

According to our estimate, the cost of running 
our schools for next year will be about the same as 
last year. The addition of another teacher at the 
high school will make it necessary to increase the 
high school appropriation a little. We also have 
several insurance policies which will need to be re- 
newed during the next year. This will call for 
about $500. On the other hand, it will not be 
necessary to raise any money this year to apply 
on indebtedness. The total amount of appropria- 
tions recommended by the school board is $1500 
less than that raised last year. The following is 
the Budget proposed by the school board:
